LIBRARY MOVES 

During the Christmas 
holidays in 1948 the li- 
brary moved.into its pre- 
sent quarters. The librar- 
ian quickly rushed the 
carpentersand painters out 
of the building, and made 
preparation for the fall 
semester classes. At that 
time there were half the 
number of steel shelves 
in the Stack and half as 
many wall shelves in the 
Reference, Alcove, and 
Reading Rooms, The seat- 
ing capacity was then 
raised to ‘15... Both: the 
book collection andnum- 
ber of students had all 
the space they needed, 

LIBRARY PURCHASES BOOKS 

By fall, 1949, . the -l?- 
brary had a collection of 
over 3000 books, There 
was an average daily cir- 
culation of 20 books per 
day. The total number of 
books borrowed during the 
entire school year was 
3,463. Last year (1953) 
the average daily circu- 
lation was 91,5, and the 
total circulation was 
15,474. October statis- 
tics indicate a still greater 
increase this year with 
an average daily circula- 
tion :.08 Lier his is: an 
increase of 485% since 
1948-49! 

At the present we have 
almost 10,000 volumes, 
sncluding bound periodi- 


cals. We receive about 


200 different periodicals 


. currently. We now have 


about 3000 pamphlets.

One must realize 
what the woman's life 
was like before the Tur- 
kish Republic was estab- 


lished, 
POLYGAMY 
During the reign of the 


Ottoman Empire (for a- 
bout five hundred years), 
women were actually the 
ornaments of the house 
and were not of any im- 
portance in the home life, 


If a man was wealthy e- 
nough to take care of his 


family, he was free to 
marry more than one wo- 
man, withthe limit being 


four. This, as most of 
you know, is called poly- 
gamy. 


OTHER WOMEN 
There were also other 


women, called "concu- 
bines, " who were female 


slaves. These women, as 
well as the real wives, 
would live in a house 


known as a. “haremlik. " 
Strangers were forbidden 


to visit a “haremlik, " 
and the males had to live 


in another part of the 
house called the"“selam- 


lik. To be perfectly 
frank,a woman was only 
an amusement and her 
duties were to serve men 
inas many different ways 


as possible.
